FOUNDERING OF THE STEAMER 
“CHIAPAS” 


The screw steamer, Chiapas, : tons re- 
istered tonnage, Captain Polson, from Glasgow | 
for Trindad and Demerara, foundered on Satur- 
day morning about seven miles SE of Roche's 
Point, Quéenstown, in 30 fathoms of water, The 
disaster was observed from’ the watch-tower at 
Roche's Point. All on board were saved, with 
the. exception of one man, a fireman, named 
Bamey O'Farrell, The Chiafas was 9 new 
steamer, having been only launched in October 
from the yard of Messrs. George and James’ 
Thompson, of Clyde-bank, She was steel plated, 
and was built for ‘Messrs. David Caw and Co, 
of Glasgow, for the West Indian trade. This 
was her first trip. The crew consisted of 36 all 
told, and she had, in addition, four passengers— | 
iz, W. P. Sloman, of Dumfries ; Mr. and Miss 
Shiel, of Airdrie ; and Mr. Francis, of the North 
of Ireland, ‘The Chiagas sailed from Greenock 
on Thursday morning last at 8 o'clock. At 3 
am. on Saturday, while about.go miles SSE of 
Roche's Point, a leak was reported in the fore 
compartment." Both stcam and hand pumps 
were set to work, but all efforts failed.to counter- 
act the flow of the water ‘into the fore compart- 
ment. At § a.m. the captain decided upon bear- 
ing up for Cork Harbour, and shaped his course 
The weather was , frequent 
squalls and 9 nasty cross sea, beitig encountered. 
No effort was ican to relieve the vessel and 'to 


bring her into Queenstown, but the unfavourable 
weather and the gradual settling of. the ship's.

In the French revolution theattack upon indis- 
soluble marriage in France was first succcasfully 
made by & cer! 
Assembly on the 2oth of September, 1792. By it 
the then existing system of separation de corps 
et de biens, which has now been -in force again 
for sixty-six years, was entirely abolished, and 
divorce was made the sole means of obtaining a 
separation between husband'and wife. The de- 
erce of divorce was also made obtainable 
upon the most vague and ‘easy grounds, in-. 
cluding mutual Consent, so that, practically 
aking, the law allowéd any ‘ane ’.who 

chose to quit the married state. In the two 


.or three years following the time when. the. 


act was passed, an innumerable multitude of 


flimsy and absurd pretexts, and, marriage as an 
institution was thrown into almost complete dis- 
credit. La Harpe,.among other persons, got a | 
divorce for “incompatibility of temper,” in_1793, 
and there were numerous instances of dissolution 
of marriage effected simply in order to enable the 
husband to swindle the wife out of her dowry. 
The Imperial Legislature dealt with the subject 
in a way which has commanded as much admitae. 
tion as any other part of the Napoleonic Code. 
pein separations ‘were reintroduced for’ the 
nefit of those religious persons who shrank 
from divorce on conscientious grounds ; but the 
latter proceeding wag ‘also recognized, though 
only upon proper and sufficient grounds, and 
with effective guarantecs against abuse. Tho 
act which was ‘passed in 160 » had been pro- 
ceded by a careful. inquiry mado by’ o commis: 
sion; and the report of the commission illus- 
trates in a, serine way the enormous scandals 
produced by the license of preceding years. So 
great was the influence of these yevelations upon 
respectable society in, France, that even the 
modified’ practice eens by the code was 
far in the direction of liberty,
